Since  wo  »er . going  to  bring  Mr.  Scoggins  to  city  hall,  he  was  advised  ty  radio 
to  meet  us  at  610  !>.  Akard,  the  min  office  of  the  Gab  Co.  he  picked  Mr.  Scoggins 
up  ft  610  S . *>ard  and  brought  hi*  to  city  hall.  We  arrived  at  city  hall  at 
approximately  1:30  p*.  T took  an  affidavit  fro*  Mr.  cogpins  in  which  he  stated 
that  he  saw  officer  Tirpit  atop  on  Tenth  Street  at  Patton  in  Oak  Cliff;  that  a man 
was  walking  down  the  sidewalk  at  this  location.  Officer  Tippit  stopped  his 
scuad  car  even  with  the  man  and  got  out  of  the  car.  *■  s Officer  Tippit  started 
around  in  front  of  the  souad  car  the  man  pulled  a pistol  and  shot  officer  Tiprit 
three  or  four  time.
